The names of the 23 defendants 
have been given to the United States 
district attorney for the middle dis­ 
trict of Pennsylvania to be presented 
to a Federal grand ju ry for action. 
Without retouching the names as 
they appear on the (bronze tablet in­ 
side the castle-like monument of the 
lith New York regiment on Little 
Round 
Top, photographs have been 
taken, and sent to the Federal district 
attorney to be used by him as evi­ 
dence in presenting the canes to the 
grand jury for indictments. 
No Eye-Witnesser 
It i« understood there are no eye­ 
witnesses to any of the alleged acts, 
which constitute misdemeanors in the 
eyes of the Federal government, so 
th a t the photographs ‘will be the only 
evidence to substantiate the govern­ 
m ent’s claim that the alleged offend­ 
ers actually wrote or scratched their 


n a m e s ami addresses on the plates. 
The names and addresses of most 
of the alleged offenders show up clear­ 
ly on the finished photographs, which 
fact is expected to be sufficient to se­ 
cure indictments by the grand jury. 
That the six persons who are al­ 
leged to have w ritten their addresses 
as Batlwnore do not reside there was 
I; ariled today in press dispatches from 
the M aryland city.

Oldest Child in the Family 
Most Likely to Succeed 


Studies made by Prof. William Og- 
bum. of Columbia university, indicate 
that the oldest rhild in the family most 
frequently succeeds in life, the youngest 
ranks next and intermediate children 
third. 
Three thousand mimes were se­ 
lected at random for a survey: 1.000 art­ 
ists, including doctors, musicians, authors 
and painters: 
1.000 scientists of all 
grades, and 1.000 of a mon' general class­ 
ification. including business men. jour­ 
nalists and men of “good mixing quali­ 
ties.” Questionnaires were sent to these 
individuals with the request that they 
indicate their position in the family. Re­ 
plies were received from 1.700. Turning 
to “Who’s W’ho” as a criterion of success 
it was found that of the 577 who were the 
oldest sons in the family and had 
brothers leas than five years younger. 342 
appeared in the lists of noted men; 156 
out of the 398 who were the youngest 
children with brothers five years older 
were in the book, but of the 729 who 
were intermediate children, only 237 


could be found in it. These data wert 
regarded important in measuring earl) 
influences.
